Premier still 
confident that 
well see surplus 
next year 


Projections. Last 
budget called for $952M 
surplus 1 n 2013-2014 
after years of deficits 


Alison Redford says she’s 
not about to go all Chicken 
Little over falling oil prices. 

The Alberta premier is 
standing by projections 
that her government will 
have a surplus next year, 
despite oil prices that are 
lower than expected. 

Redford says Alberta has 
always had to deal with 
price fluctuations and she 
likes to think long-term. 

“We are not a caucus 
that is going to run around 
saying, ‘The sky is falling. 
The sky is falling,”’ Redford 
said Wednesday. “We have 


plans, we have choices that 
we need to make and we 
are going to govern based 
on that.” 

She noted that this 
year’s budget is based on oil 
hitting a price of $99.25 a 
barrel and the average this 
fiscal year is slightly less 
than $90. 

As of Wednesday after¬ 
noon, crude was up $1.05 to 
$85.34 a barrel. 

Prices have been buf¬ 
feted over the last few 
weeks as the worsening 
eurozone crisis stalls an 
already fragile global eco¬ 
nomic recovery. 

Commodity prices have 
been hitting multi-month 
lows. 

The Alberta budget 
tabled in February calls 
for a $952-million surplus 
in 2013-2014 after years of 


deficits. 

The deficit in this year’s 
budget was $886 million. 
It’s the fifth in a row after 
14 years of surpluses. 

Redford said she is “very 
confident” the province can 
hit its projections. 

“We’ll always be re¬ 
sponsive to change. We are 
sensitive to change, but ... 
at this point in time the 
average price for the fiscal 
year is slightly under 90 
and because of that I think 
we can have confidence in 
the plan,” she said. 

“What I am not going 
to do is spend every day 
responding to a question 
about what we are going to 
do because the price of oil 
is lower. This is about big 
picture ... long-term plan¬ 
ning.”

An Edmonton man has 
been charged with man¬ 
slaughter following a down¬ 
town assault last weekend. 

Police responded to 
a fight aroimd 3 a,m. on 
Sunday near Jasper Avenue 
and 107 Street, and foimd a 
man in his 30s lying on the 
ground upon their arrival. 

Police initially were 
looking for help with an 
aggravated assault. 

Gabriel Gregg, 31, of Na¬ 
naimo, B.G., was transport¬ 
ed to hospital but died of 
his injuries. Derrick Shawn 
Hansen, 36, of Edmonton, 
has been charged with one 
count of manslaughter. 

This is the city’s ninth 
homicide of 2012, com¬ 
pared to 25 at this time in 
2011.

Judge ruling 


Elderly man 
esca pes jail time 
in wife’s death 

An Edmonton senior 
convicted of smothering his 
alcohol and drug-addicted 
wife has escaped jail time. 

Noel Lavery, who is 83, 
has been sentenced to two 
years of house arrest. A 
judge ruled the senior is not 
a danger to the community. 

Lavery was originally 
charged with second-degree 
murder but the judge con¬ 
victed him of manslaughter, 
ruling there was reasonable 
doubt about whether he 
intended to kill his wife. 
Sherry. 

Lavery admitted the IdU- 
ing to police just hours after 
the 50-year-old woman was 
smothered in the bed of the 
couple’s south-end home 
in 2006. 

The defence called it 
a mercy killing, adding 
Lavery’s wife would have 
died tot night anyway due 
to the cocktail of vodka and 
prescription drugs she had

The rise of extremism in 
Ganada, and the need to 
protect Alberta’s vital infra¬ 
structure, has led to the for¬ 
mation of a multi-agency, 
anti-terrorism team specif¬ 
ically for the province. 

Announced Wednesday, 
the Integrated National Se¬ 
curity Enforcement Team — 
INSET — will consist of more 
than 30 specially trained

The INSET Team will include more than 30 
specially trained members of the RCMP, 
Edmonton and Calgary police services, the 
Canada Border Services Agency and the 
Canadian Security Intelligence 
Service (CSIS). 

members of the RGMP, Ed¬ 
monton and Galgary police 
services, the Ganada Border 
Services Agency and the 
Ganadian Security Intelli¬ 
gence Service (GSIS). 

The unit will be based 
out of RGMP K-Division 
headquarters in Edmonton. 

RGMP assistant commis¬ 
sioner Gilles Michaud told 
a news conference that the 
unit — the fifth in Ganada 
— will almost double the 
resources devoted to terror¬ 


ism investigation and pre¬ 
vention in the province. 

With its increasingly con¬ 
troversial oilsands projects, 
and continuing concerns 
over pipeline projects, Al¬ 
berta is becoming a tempt¬ 
ing target for violent “right- 
and left-wing extremism,” 
Michaud said. 

INSET initially concen¬ 
trated on threats from 
foreign sources, but it has 
broadened its focus to in¬ 
clude domestic terrorism, 
especially “radicalized” 
youth who may travel out¬ 
side of Ganada for terror¬ 
ism training, Michaud ex¬ 
plained. 

INSET will keep tabs on 
any individual or group that 
poses a threat to national se¬ 
curity, whether religiously, 
politically or ideologically 
based.

AHS pushes better 
hand hygiene after 
fatal hospital infection 


Hand-washing. 

Initiatives underway to 
encourage compliance 
across the province

Hand-washing has become a 
focus for Alberta Health Ser¬ 
vices after a lack of proper 
hygiene contributed to the 
spread of multi-drug-resistant 
bacteria last month at the 
Royal Alexandra Hospital. 

A “frail” man died from 
acinetobacter bacteria 

brought to Edmonton by a 
woman who had travelled to 
the Indian subcontinent. Dr. 
Mark Jofife, AHS senior med¬ 
ical director with infection 
prevention and control, con¬ 
firmed at a news conference 
Wednesday. 

“We will be reviewing this 
case so we can better under¬ 
stand what happened as to 
why there was a transfer of 
bacteria from one patient to 
another in a hospital environ¬ 
ment,” he said. 

That review will include 
why the woman, who came 
to the hospital with an in¬ 
fected surgical site due to an 
emergency operation abroad, 
wasn’t isolated upon admis¬ 
sion as per hospital policy. 


Far reach 


• Both acinetobacter and 
New Delhi metallobetalac- 
tamase spread through¬ 
out the hospital, causing 
more than 300 patients to 
be tested from five units. 


• Four other patients have 
become carriers — two 
of each bacterium — but 
none are ill, though three 
remain in isolation at the 
hospital. 


In the meantime a num¬ 
ber of initiatives have sprung 
up encouraging hand hy¬ 
giene, as a review last sum¬ 
mer showed only 43 per cent 
of health-care staff in Edmon¬ 
ton wash their hands or use 
hand sanitizer when entering 
or leaving a patient’s room. 

The average throughout 
the province is 50 per cent. 

“We acknowledge that 
our hand-hygiene rates are 
not good,” said Leanne Dek- 
ker, AHS vice-president with 
infection prevention and con¬ 
trol. “(But) we aren’t taking 
hand hygiene lightly.” 

Joffe said the hope is for 
incremental increas¬ 
es in compliance 
year over year.

There is a downside to 
Edmonton’s warm and dry 
winter, and it’s starting to 
show up in lawns across 
the city. 

“Ants are going to be 
huge this year,” said Anim 
Poonja, owner of pest con¬ 
trol company EcoPest. 

And he’s not talking 
about mutant ants, but size 
in sheer numbers. 

Poonja said some yards 
are already “inundated” 
with ants. Recently, he 
dealt with a yard that had 
eight to 10 anthills — and 
it’s early in the season for 
the miniscule workaholics 
to make such a strong ap¬ 


pearance. 

Mike Jenkins, the city’s 
main pest control expert, 
has heard complaints about 
ants as well, and even more 
about something called a 
woolly elm aphid. 

These aphids excrete a 
sticky honeydew that 
frequently lands on 
vehicles parked under elm 
trees. 

There’s not much that 
can be done about them; 
it’s possible to spray, but 
elm trees are huge and 
aphids produce at a stag¬ 
gering rate — some females 
are not only born pregnant, 
but the embryos of their 
next offspring have another 
embryo ready to go. 

Resistance is futile, said 
Jenkins, and the only thing 
to do is wash your car more 
often. 

As for everyone’s least- 
favourite pest — the 
mosquito — the outlook 
is good for us and bad for 
them so far, said Jenkins, 
thanks to the dry and warm 
winter.

Hosni Mubarak’s 
health worsens 

Hosni Mubarak’s health 
sharply deteriorated Wed¬ 
nesday, days after he was 
sentenced to life in prison, 
and specialists were evaluat¬ 
ing whether to transfer him 
to a better-equipped hospital 
outside the penal system, 
security ofiicials said. 

The deposed leader’s 
health scare added to the

Officials at Cairo’s Torah 
prison said the 84-year-old 
Mubarak’s condition had 
moved to a “dangerous” 
phase and that doctors ad¬ 
ministered oxygen five times 
to help him breathe. 

Mubarak was the only 
patient being treated in the 
prison hospital’s intensive- 
care unit, which recently 
underwent a $l-million U.S. 
renovation to prepare for his 
arrival, the associated press

litter Kandahar market 
after suicide attack 


Three suicide attackers blew 
themselves up in the largest 
city in southern Afghanistan 
Wednesday, turning a dusty 
marketplace into a gruesome 
scene of blood and bodies. 

Twenty-two people were 
killed and at least 50 others 
wounded in the Kandahar 
bloodbath. 

Taliban spokesperson Qari 
Yousef Ahmadi claimed re¬ 
sponsibility for the attack in 
Kandahar, the spiritual birth¬ 
place of the insurgency. 

Afghan President Hamid 
Karzai condemned the attack 
on innocent civilians. 

He said it proved the 
“enemy is getting weaker 


because they are killing inno¬ 
cent people.” 

The explosion occurred 
about five kilometres from 
the main gate of the mas¬ 
sive military installation run 
by the U.S.-led coalition and 
roughly 500 metres from an 
Afghan military base. 

In the east, Afghan offi¬ 
cials and residents said a pre¬ 
dawn NATO airstrike target¬ 
ing militants killed civilians 
celebrating a wedding, in¬ 
cluding women and children. 

But NATO said it had no re¬ 
ports of civilians being killed 
in the overnight raid to cap¬ 
ture a local Taliban leader.

The Afghan government ac¬ 
cused the Taliban Wednesday 
of poisoning schoolgirls. 

Taliban members were 
accused of bribing students 
and workers to sneak toxic 
chemicals into drinking water 
or spread it around school 
grounds, sickening scores. 

In two cases, female stu¬ 
dents were said to have been 
paid almost $1,000 to contam¬ 
inate watewr tanks at their 
schools with toxic powder. 

Fifteen suspects have been 
arrested, officials said. 

Government officials said 
six schools were affected in 
northern Takhar province in 
the past three weeks. 

Although they did not give 
a total number of girls who 
got sick, they said one school 
alone had 125 cases.

When the Taliban ruled Af¬ 
ghanistan, girls were banned 
from going to school.

Taliban insurgents would at¬ 
tack schoolgirls by spra 3 dng 
their faces with acid.

With Second World War-era 
military planes darting over¬ 
head and Normandy’s Utah 
Beach visible in the distance, 
a bronze statue emerged from 
beneath a camouflage para¬ 
chute, in tribute to a man 
whose quiet leadership was 
chronicled in the book and 
television series Band of Broth¬ 
ers. 

The imveiling of the Colo¬ 
rado-made statue of Peimsyl- 
vania native Maj. Dick Winters 
was one of many events mark¬ 
ing Wednesday’s 68th anniver¬ 
sary of D-Day, the Allied oper¬ 



ation that paved the way for 
the end of the war. 

The 3.6-metre-tall bronze 
statue in the Normandy village 
of Sainte-Marie-du-Mont shows 
Winters with his weapon at 


the ready. But Winters — a na¬ 
tive of Ephrata, Pa., who died 
last year at age 92 — only ac¬ 
cepted serving as the statue’s 
likeness after monument plan¬ 
ners agreed to dedicate it to 
the memory of all junior U.S. 
militaiy officers who served 
that day. 

“There were many Dick 
Winters in this war, and all 
deserve the bronze and glory 
of a statue,” said former Penn¬ 
sylvania governor Tom Ridge, 
present as the bronze statue, 
draped in a camouflage para¬ 
chute, was unveiled. 

The statue was made near 
Boulder, Colorado and trans¬ 
ported here, to a roadside 
between the village of Sainte- 
Marie-du-Mont and Utah Beach 

It was here that Winters and 
his small band of men dropped 
out of the sky on Jime 6,1944, 
on a death-defying mission to 
destroy four German artilleiy 
guns.

Canadians 
now deeper 
in debt 

A new bank study suggests 
the average Canadian house¬ 
hold is more than $100,000 in 
debt and that Canadians have 
ramped up borrowing in the 
past five years. 

The first annual BMO survey 
on household debt foimd that 
average household debt among 
Canadians surveyed stands at 
$112,329, including mortgage, 
credit card, line of credit and 
loan debt. 

But the bank says so-called 
good debt like mortgages out¬ 
weighs less favourable forms of 
borrowing. 

While 25 per cent of those 
surveyed say they are debt 
free, 41 per cent say that they 
have taken on more debt in the 
past five years as a result of in¬ 
creased spending. 

And 54 per cent of respond¬ 
ents said they expect to be debt 
free in the next five years. 

The survey also found that 
70 per cent of Canadians be- 
heve they can afford to pay 
down debt by paying more 
than the minimum, but one- 
third appear to be stretched 
with paying only the minimum 
amoimts. the Canadian press

A year ago, most people didn’t 
know who Jake Johnson was.

As Johnson sat down with 
us to promote his upcoming 
film Safety Not Guaranteed, 
co-starring Aubrey Plaza and 
Mark Duplass, he took some 


time to analyze the greatest 
twee-affair of our time. 

Metro: So, New Girl. You yell a 
lot on the show. 

Johnson: What I like about 
playing him is that I don’t fully 
understand him. I know who 
Jess is. I know who Schmidt is. 
I’m starting to figure out who 
Winston is, but I don’t know 
who Nick is and I thinlc it’s 
because — to get all deep and 
ridiculous — I don’t think Nick 
has any idea who he is. He’s 
wadiug through the madness 
of “f— man, I am 30 years old 
and I have not figured it out 
and I’m not getting any closer.” 
There’s panic and that sucks, so 
he yells. 

What do you loiow about next 
season? 

Nothing. I don’t think they 
know. I think the reality of our 
show is that a lot of it exists 
in between (series creator) 
liz Meriwether’s ears and she 
doesn’t know yet. 

But your character and Zooey 
Deschanel’s seemed to get clos¬ 
er at the end of the season. 

For my storyline, I think there 
was a Nick-Jess thing and then 
they went really far away firom 
it. But I think that was liz. I 
think she didn’t want it for a 


while. She thought at the be¬ 
ginning, that it was turning too 
Nick-Jess. And she was like, “I 
don’t want this to be a relation¬ 
ship show.” But then I think she 
went in her own mental evolu¬ 
tion of it, I think she was like, 
“well, I want those characters 
to be together a little bit more.” 
And so at the end of the season, 
they got really back together. 
People say, “Oh, I know exactly 
where the show’s going. It’s go¬ 
ing to be this by season four.” 
But I talk to liz on a regular 
basis. We’re fiiends. She doesn’t 
have all the answers. 

Where do you want to see those 
characters go? 

I had times with Nick where I 
was like, “Eh, I don’t like this 
guy.” I know what he does. I 
enjoy playing him, but like, 
stop crying. Stop being so nasty. 
And that was the beginning of 
“this dude is way weirder than 
I imagined.” And I like weird 
people, so I was like, “OK, OK, 
you’re going to get weirdsies 
aren’t you p^?” 

Do you think Jess and Nick 
could work as a couple? 

They don’t get along great, so 
in my opinion, they’re more of 
a Sam and Diane from Gheers 
where everything about Sam 
and Diane, they were opposites. 


Nick is a realist going towards 
pessimism, not infatuated 
with the world, does not think 
sparkles cure everything, does 
not sing and dance through 
life. And Jess is, and they’re 
both a little bit too far in one 


direction. 

Well thanlcs for theorizing 
with us. Can’t wait to see the 
next season! 

It’s still really new enough for 
me that it’s interesting for me

When David Cronenberg wrote 
the Cosmopohs script he tran¬ 
scribed much of the dialogue 
directly from Don DeLillo’s 
densely written novel. Those 
pages of complicated, lyrical 
conversation attracted the 
film’s star, Robert Pattinson. 

“I liked the poetiy of this 
script when 1 first read it,” he 
said. “My only idea was that it 
was really different to an 3 Thing 
1 had ever done and 1 thought 1 
couldn’t do it. That stuck to me 
afterwards and I thought that 
should be the way to choose 
projects, or which projects to 


go after — the ones you don’t 
understand, or the ones you 
are scared of That generally 
means you’ll end up being bet¬ 
ter afterwards.” 

The script was so finely 
tuned that barely a word was 
changed during the shoot. The 
26-year-old Twilight star says 
he is used to script changes on 
other movies, but a modifica¬ 
tion to a line about a gun on 
the Cosmopolis set jarred his 
pacing. 

“1 remember the line was 
about the attachment above 
the trigger guard,” he says. 
“But there was no attachment 
above the trigger guard (on the 
prop gun). I was so used to the 
rh 3 ^hms of ever 3 ^hing and sud¬ 
denly it changed the rh 32 thm 
of the entire scene. We were 
doing page-and-a-half long se¬ 
quences and it was so in my 
head that to suddenly change it 
on the day threw me.” 

He’s been winning praise for 
his strange, otherworldly per¬ 
formance as billionaire money 
manager Eric Packer, but don’t 
suggest he delved deep into his 
own psyche to create the man 


we see on screen. 

He says the perception is 
that actors have “to be psycho¬ 
analysts,” but that’s just from 
the ’50s. Before that actors 
only thought about their face, 
and their voice and their move¬ 
ment. 

“I think that’s one of the 
things 1 have come away from 
this movie with, in terms of 
acting in general. You don’t 
need to anal 3 ^e things that 
much. You don’t need to under¬ 
stand it.” 


It’s a complicated film, 
bursting with ideas and one 
veiy much open to interpreta¬ 
tion and debate, but Pattin¬ 
son would prefer to leave the 
psychological heavy lifting to 
the audience. “I’m not a post 
modernist scholar,” he says. 
Instead he remembers what 
drew him to the project in 
the first place — the dialogue. 

“I like saying it,” he 
says. “When I see clips I want 
to say the lines again. It’s like 
eating.”

Shiny and pretty. With

Choosing tile for your home 
once meant picking from 
among a handful of pastel cer¬ 
amic squares.

The mam contributors to all 
that iudoor dust are microscop¬ 
ic dust mites; the breakdown of 
fibres from household fabrics 
and fiimiture; and human and 
animal dander (the nice name 
for skin flakes). 

The dust mites, which have 
a taste for human skin, come 
m “coimtless numbers” m your 
beddmg alone, let alone other 
spots aroimd the house, Berger 
said. Getting rid of them is im¬ 
possible; Females lay 20 to 50 
eggs every three weeks. 


Dust and dust mites are a 
large part of “indoor air pollu¬ 
tion,” a leadiug environmental 
health risk — primarily be¬ 
cause people spend about 90 
per cent of their time indoors, 
according to MoUy Hooven, a 
spokeswoman for the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency. Dust 
and dust mites can trigger asth¬ 
ma attacks and allergies. 

There are, therefore, reasons 
for keeping dust to a minimum 
that are far more important 
than maintaining appearances, 
the spokesperson says. 

So while eradicating dust al¬ 
together may be a pipe dream, 
there are steps you can take to 
mitigate its accumulation iu 
your home (see fact box on the

Dust off your cleaning routine 


Some steps to mitigate dust 
accumulation in your home: 


• Get rid of all that stuff. "The 
more clutter there is the 
more dust there is," Berger 
says. Things like books, 
clothing and toys such as 
stuffed animals are prime 
collectors of dust, he says. 


• Focus on bedrooms. "The 
bedroom should be as 
bare as possible," Berger 
says. That means having an 
uncarpeted floor, minimal 
furniture and only the cur¬ 
rent season's clothes in the 


closet. Encase mattresses, 
box springs and pillows in 
allergy-proof covers. 


• For walls. Use paint that can 
be cleaned with water. Go 
for HEPA (High-Efficiency 
Particulate Arresting) air 
filters. A vacuum and a can 
of Endust give at least tem¬ 
porary relief, Berger says. 


• Keep cool. Berger recom¬ 
mends air conditioning over 
fans, which simply blow 
dust around. (Remember 
to change air-conditioner 
filters.)

Floor to ceiling 

All three designers are fans 
of using tile all tiie way up to 
the ceiling, rather than the 
more old-fashioned approach 
of doing partial tile walls with 
a snub-nosed edge. 

“It makes the entire room 
more cohesive, and it can also 
give the illusion that a space is 
larger than it actually is,” says 
Flynn. 

“One of the easiest ways to 
shrink a room visually is by 
chopping it up; many times, for 
me, tile used in just one area 
quickly chops up a space.” 

Flynn has done kitchen 
walls in fioor-to-ceiling tile, and 
Mathison recommends tiling a

Beyond ceramics 

Flynn loves using tiles 
made of “imexpected materi¬ 
als, such as leather, cork and 
wood. Leather tiles can be used 
on walls and ceilings, but in 
lower-traffic areas. Cork is a 
dream because it helps soimd- 
proof a space, plus it offers a 
really warm, organic texture 
instead of the sleek ceramic 
surfaces we’re used to seeing.”

people when we’re first meet¬ 
ing with them, the process of 
renovation and doing these 
spaces, no matter how big or 
small, it’s an upheaval in your 
life. Then we film the whole 
thing, so it’s a very intrusive, 
abusive process.” 

Metro spoke with Candice 
about her ideas for fabulous 
condo makeovers in smaller 
spaces. 

“When we’re deahng with 
smaller spaces like condos, we 
reaUy look for furniture that 
just doesn’t do one thing; furni¬ 


ture that is multipurpose and 
multifunctional. We just fin¬ 
ished a couple of condo pro¬ 
jects where we incorporated 
some fantastic pieces from a 
local company called Resource 
furniture. A lot of people in a 
smaller condo, so you don’t 
have a fuU-blown dining room 
nor do you reaUy want it.” 

But for those of you who 
would hke to do a sit-down 
dinner every so often, “Re¬ 
source has a fantastic table, 
it’s only 16 inches deep, it’s a 
console table, so you can have 
it as your entry hall table and 
then it pulls apart with this 
telescoping feature to expand 
to seat almost 10 people.” 

And speaking of small 
condos, people 
tend to 
think ^ 


that dark colours make the 
space look small. “It’s a little 
bit of a misconception” says 
Candice. “It’s kind of a cop-out 
where they just go for white, 
white, white, everywhere.” It’s 
not so much the colour that 
makes the space seem small, 
it’s the contrast, she says. 

Darker colours add a feel¬ 
ing of real coziness to smaller 
spaces, as they ease up on the 
contrast. “The adjacent colours 
need to be colours that relate 
as far as contrast value. One- 
colour value schemes really 
do weU. It could be reaUy dark 
and deep and dramatic but if 
you keep all of those colours in 
the same value without having 
that contrast, you get 
that feeUng

crousness.” 

And no-go on incandes¬ 
cent fighting, which is being 
phased out of the marketplace 
anyway. “I’ve never been a fan 
actually of incandescent light¬ 
ing so I’m not shedding a tear 
about it going.” Because incan¬ 
descent lighting has a yellow 
hue to it, it can taint your col¬ 
our scheme. 

“I’m a big fan of halogen 
lighting. Probably the best 
himdred bucks a condo owner 
can spend is to take that jimc- 
tion box in the middle of the 
room, go to Home Depot and 
get yourself an eight-foot-long 
track fixture that will accom¬ 
modate four to five halogen 
track heads. Instantly you have 
a halogen fight source which is 
a white fight which renders col¬ 
our as true. That white fight, it 
pulls out the sparkle, the sheen 
and shimmer. If you’ve got pol¬ 
ished chrome, 
it makes it

sparkle.” 

Make your patio a continua¬ 
tion of the inside of your unit 
says Candice. “We just finished 
a fantastic project at the Toy 
Factory lofts with this beauti¬ 
ful patio that was really a good 
chimk of square footage.
